OF TRANSPORTATION, INCLUDING ALLOCATION AND USE OF ITONEYS

FROM THE ROAD USE TAX FUND AND THE PRII,ÍARY ROAD FUND,

PROVIDING FOR PROPERLY RELATED ¡{ATTERS, AND IIAKING PENALTIES

APPLICABLE.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF THE STATE OF IOV{A:

APPROPRIATIONS

Section 1. ROAD USE TAX FUND. There is appropriated from
the road use tax fund created in section 312.1 to the departrnent
of transportation for the fiscal year beginning JuIy 1' 20L0,
and ending June 30, 20IL, the following amounts, or so much

thereof as is necessary, to be used for the purposes designated:

Sec. 3. Section 32L.L, subsection 4, Code Supplement 2009'
is amended to read as follows:

4. "ALL-terrain vehicLe" means a motor vehicle designed
to travel on three or more wheels and designed primarily for
off-road recreational use

zeåjc-Ze" includes off-road utility vehicles as defined in
section 321I.1, but does not include farm tractors or equipment,
construction equipment, forestry vehicles, or lawn and grounds
maintenance vehicles.

Sec. 4. Section 32L.234A, subsection 1, paragraph a, Code

2009, is amended to read as follows:
a. The operation is between sunrise and sunset and is

incidental to the vehicle's use for agricultural purposes. For

NEW PARAGRAPH. f, The all-terrain vehicle is operated on a
county roadway in accordance with section 321I.10' subsection
2t or a city street in accordance with section 321I.10'
subsection 3.

Sec. 6. Section 32I.445, subsection 2, Code 2009, is amended

to read as follows:
2. a. The driver and front seat occupants of a type of

motor vehicle that is subject to registration in Iowa, except a

motorcycle or a motorized bicycle, sha1I each vrear a properly
adjusted and fastened safety belt or safety harness any time
the vehicle is in forward motion on a street or highway in this
state except that a child under e}e+en eighteen years of age

shalI be secured as required under section 32L.446.
b. This subsection does not apply to:
a, (1) The driver or front seat occupants of a motor

vehicle which is not requíred to be equipped with safety belts
or safety harnesses.

b= (2) The driver and front seat occupants of a motor
vehicle who are actively engaged in work which requires them

to alight fron and reenter the vehicle at frequent intervals,
providing the vehicle does not exceed twenty-five miles per hour
between stops.

eî (3) The driver of a motor vehicle while performing
duties as a rural letter carrier for t,he United States postal
service. This exemption applies only between the first delivery
point after leaving the post office and the last delivery point
before returning to the post office.

d-- (4) Passengers on a bus.
eî- (5) A person possessing a written certification from

a health care provider l-icensed under chapter 148 or 151 on a

form provided by the department that the person is unable to
vrear a safety belt or safety harness due to physical or medical
reasons. The certification shal1 specify the tine period for
which the exemption applies. The time period shall not exceed
twelve months, at which time a new certification may be issued
unless the certifying health care provider is from a United
States military facility, in which case the certificate may
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specify a longer period of time or a permanent exemption.
+ (6) Front seat occupants of an authorized emergency

vehicle while they are being transported in an emergency.
However, this exemption does not apply to the driver of the
authorized emergency vehicle.

c. The department, in cooperation with the department of
pubtic safety and the department of education, shall establish
educational programs to foster compliance with the safety belt
and safety harness usage requirements of this subsection.

Sec. 7. Section 32L.445, subsection 3, Code 2009, is amended

to read as follows:
3. The driver and front seat passengers may be each charged

separately for improperly used or nonused equipment under
subsection 2. However, the driver shall not be charged for a

violation committed by a passenger who is fourteen years of age

or older unless the passenger is unable to properly fasten a

seat belt due to a temporary or permanent disability. The owner
of the motor vehicle may be charged for equipment violations
under subsection 1.

Sec. 8. Section 32I.446, subsections 2 and 3, Code 2009, are
amended to read as follows:

2. A child at least six years of age but under
ele+en eighteen years of age who is being transported in a

motor vehicle subject to registration, except a school bus or
motorcycle, shall be secured during transit by a child restraint
system that is used in accordance with the manufacturer's
instructions or by a safeÈy belt or safety harness of a type
approved under section 32L.445.

3. This section does not apply to peaee the following:
a, Peace of f icers acting on off icial duty. +hi-s

Þ, The transportation of children in 1965 model year or
older vehicles, authorized emergency vehicles, buses, or mot,or
homes, except when a child is transported in a motor home's
passenger seat situated directly to the driver's right. +lÈiÊ

c, The transportation of a child who has been certified
by a physician licensed under chapter 148 as having a
medical, physical, or mental condition that prevents or makes

inadvisable securing the child in a child restraint system,
safety belt, or safety harness.

d. A back seat occupant of a motor vehicle for whom no

safety belt is available because all safety belts are being used
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by other occupants or cannot be used due to the use of a child
restraint system in the seating position for which a belt is
provided.

Sec. 9. Section 32:--.446, subsection 4' Code 2009, is amended

by striking the subsection and inserting in lieu thereof the
following:

4. A person who violates this section is guilty of a simple
misdemeanor punishable as a scheduled violation under section
805.84, subsection 14r paraÇraph "c". Violations shall be

charged as follows:
a. An operator who transports a passenger under fourteen

years of age in violation of subsection I or 2 may be charged
with a violation of this section.

b. If a passenger fourteen years of age or older is unable
to properly fasten a seatbelt due to a temporary or permanent
disability, an operator who transports such a person in
violation of subsection 2 may be charged with a violation of
this section. Otherwise, a passenger fourteen years of age or
older who violates subsection 2 shall be charged in lieu of the
operator.

c, If a child under fourteen years of ager or â child
fourteen years of age or older who is unable to fasten a

seatbelt due to a temporary or permanent disability, is being
transported in a taxicab in a manner that is not in compliance
with subsection 1 or 2, the parentr legal guardian, or other
responsible adult traveling with the child shall be served
with a citation for a violation of this section in lieu of the
taxicab operator. Otherwise, if a passenger being transported
in the taxicab is fourteen years of age or older, the citation
shaIl be served on the passenger in lieu of the taxicab
operator.

Sec. 10. Section 321I.10, subsections L, 2, and 3, Code

Supplement 2009t are amended to read as follows:
1. A person shal1 not operate an all-terrain vehicle or

off-road utility vehicle upon roadways or highways except as

provided in section 321.234P. and this section.
2. A registered aIl-terrain vehicle or off-road utility

yqh.i-çIe may be operated on the roadways of that portion of
county highways designated by the county board of supervisors
for such use during a specified period. The county board of
supervisors shall evaluate the traffic conditions on aIl county
highways and designate roadways on which all-terrain vehicles
or off-road utility vehicles may be operated for the specified
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period without unduly interfering with or constituting an undue

hazard to conventíonal motor vehicle traffic. In designating
such roadways, the board may authorize alI-terrain vehicles
and off-road utility vehicles to stop at service stations or
convenience stores along a designated roadway.

3. Cities may designate streets under the jurisdiction
of cities within their respective corporate limits
which may be used for the ffi operation of
registered all-terrain vehicles or registered off-road utility
vehicles. In designating such streets, the city may authorize
a1l-terrain vehicles and off-road util-ity vehicles to stop
at service stations or convenience stores along a designated
streeL.

Sec. 11. Section 322D.I, subsection 1, Code 2009, is amended

to read as follows:
1. -'AL.I-terrain vehicLe" means ffii¡t

+eebie*+-?+=H¡+ a motor vehicle designed to travel on three or
more wheels and designed primarily for off-road recreational
use but not including farm tractors or equipment, construction
equipment, forestry vehicles, or lawn and grounds maintenance
vehicles.
